STREET TRAFFIC. 


‘Tax improvement of the Settlement is 
® process which goes on from year to 
your, more or less quickly, ncoording as 
circumstances permit. It is not often 
that retrogression is observable, or that 
an innovation good and desirable in 
itself is introdaced and subsequently 
abandoned, It is with pléasure that 
wo notice the regular efforts that are 
made by successive Qounoils to widen 
tho streets and regulate the traffic, and 
there are fow who will not agree with 
ug that every oont expended on the 
former object is thoroughly well I 
out, One of the most important factors 
in municipal hygionics is plenty of 
open space. Streets cannot be too wide, 
and squares cannot be too uummerous, 
for health, This is of even gr 
consequence when, as in Shangli 
Inrge ® majority of the ho 
line the streets are in the: 
cloan, We now refer primarily to 
the countless tenements inhabited by 
Chinese; aud these, it must be remem- 
bored, inolade not a few Huropeau-built 
houses, which of Into years have boon 
routed to a considerable extent by 
native shopkeepers and merchants, Tt 
is proverbially difficult, too, for even 
foreign householders to maintain per- 
feot cleanliness in the baok parts 
of their own premises, where the boys, 
cooks, aud coolies herd together like 
~ rabbits, and, unless diligently looked 
after, indulge in those shiftless and 
slovenly habits which result in a rapid 
accumulation of dirt, That the atreets, 
therefore, should be kept fresh and 
clean, aud widened as much as the 
Manioipal fands will allow, is bighly 
desirable, aud we trust that the Council 
will be able to devote a liberal sum to 
the extension of this priueiple in the 
fortheoming Budget. In fact, apart 
from considerations of health, the rapid

Ho was very fai 
with Greek and Latin authors, and this 
of ilself constitutes a man a good judge 
of words, “Ho who mnkes a dictionary 
must be well acquainted with other 
Inngnages, to bs able to appreciate the 
changes of meaning through which 
words pass in his mother tongne, 
Bosides this, the laws of taste iu the 





rhetori¢inus continue to maintain their 
position in modern literature, A good 
maker of a modern diétionary pro 
fessing to registor the proper literary 
use of words must therefore be a 


gront classical eoholar, Such was Dr. 
Johnson, aud he was equally grent as a 
student of English literature. While 
ho could write well on Greek comedy 
hé wrote still better on that of Eng- 
Jand, Jvhngon was able to do much 
towards correcting etymology. Before 
his time, “dream,” he tells us, was said 
to be derived from drama, becanse what 
passoa before the mind in a dream 
drama, and life, which is a drama, 
also a dream, ‘The word “monn” also 
wns derived from the Greek monos 
“alone,” beonnse grief loves to be 
alone! Yet Johnson himself often 
‘wont wrong iu his etymologies, aud no 
wonder, Ho lived before the philo- 
logical age.

Yet it has the Saxon smack, and when

(NOTES OF A JOURNEY THROUGH CHINA. 

March 17th,—The house in which we 
lodged Inst night was spacious enough. 
Our two rooms were in a sort of rickety 
loft, the only furniture in which was a few 
rough wooden bedsteads or frames doing 
duty ns such, each frame as weual in thess 
parts being covered with a lot of bamboo 
Inths doing duty for springs. Over the laths 
is astout straw mat, pnesably good wh 
now and clean, but simply horrible when 
eld and verminized xs must of them are, 
espooinlly in summer. Fortunately the 
weather is not yet warm enough for those 
hibernating pests of Bolow our rooms 
ve distillery, piggory nnd

not having seen them before, especially

was visible on their ugly” conntenances 
whon I left them to pay their own way 
back to whencs they came, We passed 
out of town on leaving the inn, which is wt 
the end of it, aud we crossed the river 
Wén-shuey Ho on a stone bridge, th 
turned to the left, with i 
down on our left hand, then ascended the 
right slope before us in’a thick fog, passing 
a lot of ferns, and other plants, apread all 
over withspider’s weband forming au almost 
continuous sheet of netting over the moun- 
tain We also passed several niches 
and miuiature temples, with idols of vari- 
ous sorts, sexes wud sizes, A Buddha’s 
head or two were stuck on the top ofa 
atone-poat to terrify the evil-disposed pas- 
sing apitils and to rectify the evil 
fluences of the local féng-shui,
